THts Atithor, after he hadinaformer difcourfe^ (whereof 
anaccounc was given Numb, \% f. jo5. under the Title of 
1st difcer/^eme/^t S Corps S* d^F Jme)fropo(€ithew.\y oiKnm^ 
iijgo.^'s felfe, Ihemng^. that it confiftsonly in difcerning in our 
fe ves the Operacions of the Soul, and thofe of tlie Body; doth 
lK)vv propofe the means of knom^g others^ which is Speech. He 
cxplicatethjwhatitis, and endeavors exa€lly to diftinguifh^ what 
it borrows from the Souljand what from the Body. 

In this difquiiiticm, he reafons upon nothing but what he hath 
found in himfelfe, and as if he had never yet been alTufd^ there 
were any other men befides himfelfe, he ftays in the rery be- 
ginning upon this confideration^^^i^, Whether fr be nece/Iary, 
that all Bodies^ which he fees to be like his^ be united to fuch 
Souls as hisc' refolv'dnotto believe it, unlefshehave fuch evi- 
dent fignesof it, that he can doubt no longer thereof. He exa- 
mines, what themoft furprifing things are^ thu Bodies do^ and 
as long as he can impute the caufe of it to the difpfitim of their 
OrganSy he thinks he may afliirex they have no Sml: But 
after having found in the fole frame and portion of the parts 
of the Body, how to render a reafon of the noife^ founds, dif- 
ference of voiceS; and even of words^^ pronounced by Edos and 
TarrttSy he finds himfelf at laft obliged to admit Souls in all fuch 
Bodys, as refembleHis^andtoacknowledgeithot polTible^ that 
theyfliould thusfpeaktopurpoftas they do^ without being ca- 
dow*d with Reafon. ^ 

Ne?ctjiaving found^ that to Sfeak, is nothing but togivefigns 
of our thoughts, he takes notice of fome of thofe figns The iiri, 
he confiderSj are the mcKioas of the Face, and thofe founds, 
which ordinarily accompany the different ftates of the Body ^ oi^ 
femng^ that naturally they are joyn'd to Paflions, which the foul 
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feels on the occafion of changes in the Body: taking alfo notice, 
that this manner of cxpreffing on's felfis the firft ot Languages, 
and thcmoftW/^iwrp/, fincethcreisno Nation but undeiftands 
it. Befides thefe Natural figns of the Paffions of the foul, he dif- 
covers that there are others, that are inftitutedy by which flie can 
exprefs whatfoever Hie conceiveth. He flicws the agreement and 
difference of feme of tliefe fignes in order to make his dedudion 
from thence to be underftood. . Here fce takes occafion to confider. 
How one may invent a Language-, How a man may underftand 
that of a Contiy, where no man underfl:;mds his 5 and then, how 
Children learn tofpeak^ admiring here the force of Reafon in 
themfiom theirinfancy, to make them difcern the fignlficatioo 
of every word ^ but what furprifes him moft of all is^^ the order 
they follow therein, forafmuch as 'tis altogether like that of the 
Grammar 5 even the Rules of this feeming , to have been learnt 
from little Children. 

Then he diftinguifhes, what it is, that the Body contributes 
to Speechv examining in a Speaker y how the Air enters into his 
Lungs i why it makes a found in iffuing out of the Wind-pipe^ 
What diverfity the Mufcles caufe in found i What parts ot the 
mouth are employed to make it terminate in a voice i Wh:it is the 
configuration ef every of them in thefe different terminations f 
What IS the change of the 1 hroat/Fongue^Teeth, Lips in all the 
ArticulationsCWhich gives him to underftand^what Speech is as to 
the Body. Then hecbfeives the effcft, which {bund produces tn 
the Ear and Brains of the Bearer -^ and finds^ that it is by reafon of 
the Agreem.ent, which is between the Jirain and the other parts 
of every Animal;^ that it can be fo differently agitated by diffe- 
rent founds. And having confidered theufe oi tlie Nerves, which 
communicate themfelucs from the Ear to all the parts that ferve 
to the forming of fpeech, hedifcovers the reafons of . many ef- 
fects, that are thought f iirprifing, as to fee certain 1)1 ds imitating 
the ibng. of others, the found of ourMufical Inftruments, and 
often our . very Words. 

Hence alfo he draws Reafons to convince himj^ that Brutes need 
no Soul to make a noife, nor to be moved by a voice, nor to imi- 
tate the found of our words : Whereas he finJs, that in Men t!i€ 
motion of the Part$> which ferve for the Voice, or oi^ thofe thac 
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ai€ agitated therebyj is always accompanied by feme thoughts or 
other 5 and that In fpeech there are always two things infepara- 
bly joynedj 1^1^. tne FGrmationofthenjokej which cannot pro- 
ceed but from the ^<?^y, and the ugnificationor/^if^ijoytfd with 
it, which cannot come but from the /^«/,

It was thought fit to be fo 
f eprinted^ partly, byreafonot its fcarfenefs, there being but a few 
printed for the Author in Italy^ but chiefly, by reafon of the 
excellency of the Argument, which is, de Maximis <T Minimis^ 
ox the Do0rine of Zimits tWh^mn (according to the account of 
the Intelligent Mr. ^. C.) the Author ihews a deep Judgement 
in difcovering a Medium to reduce the lately found out Analy- 
tical Do(5lrine de Maximis & Minimis to pure Geometry. 

The rr^iT/it felf is very fmall, being but little more than tm 
jhets of Paper •, wherein is demonftrated the Doctrine oiCarava-
